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LETTER IN PAPER SAID THREATENS U.S. JEWS 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (P-O)—Pub- 
lication by the Arizona Republic, 
daily paper here, of a letter 
which ended with a _ threat 
against U. S. Jewry was assailed 
bitterly by The Phoenix Jewish 
News this week. 

THE DAILY PAPER is owned 
by Eugene Pulliam, who owns 
a string of newspapers, includ- 
ing the Indianapolis Star and 
the Indianapolis News. 

Pulliam, who _ recently re- 
turned from Egypt where he 
and his wife were guests of the 





government, has been’ under 
fire for parrotting the Arab line. 
In dispatches from Egypt, Pul- 
liam asked for an investigation 
of the tax-free status of the 
United Jewish Appeal, curtail- 
ment of immigration into Is- 
rael, and establishment of a 
cordon sanitaire around Israel. 

The letter, signed by Norman 
H. Jenkins, of Los Angeles, as- 
serted that “if the American 
people ever discover what the 
Zionists have wrought in this 
once great and free country, what 





happened in Germany would be 
a school -picnic in comparison.” 


THE JEWISH NEWS said it 
had “yet to read a more out- 
rageous and provocative state- 
ment” and asserted that the “is 
sue is whether the columns of 
the daily press are to be given 
over to expressions of hatred 
and incitement.” 

Pulliam was awarded the 
“Man of the Year” citation by 
the Indianapolis lodge of B'nai 
B'rith several years ago. 





Medieval Massacre 


Recalled 





Inscription Changed 
At St. Hugh Shrine 


LONDON (P-O) — The notor- 
fous medieval massacre in which 
many Jews were put to death 
here in 1255 over the ritual mur- 
der charge came into the news 
this week with announcement 
that the inscription over the 
shrine of “Little St. Hugh” has 
been changed. 

THE CHANGE was made after 
representations by the Jewish 
Historical Society of London. 

The child whose name was 
Hugh was allegedly murdered by 
Jews requiring blood for the 
Passover seder. He later was 
canonized by the Catholic church. 

THE INSCRIPTION as it stood 
gave credence to the ritual mur- 
der legend. The Historical society 
protested to the Dean of Lincoln 
Cathedral, where the shrine is 
located, who agreed to alter the 
language to remove any suspic- 
jon against Jews,

BERLIN (P-O) — Throughout 
Germany the 20th anniversary 
of Crystal night, the burning 
of hundreds of synagogues on 
Nov. 8-9, 1938, was commemo- 
rated here by non-Jewish groups 
and Jewish groups alike. 

A meeting convened by Th? 
Friedrich Ebert Foundation, an 
educational institution, found 
10 leaders in politics, education, 
labor and science in wide agree- 
ment that the German people 
had learned a lot since 1938, al- 
though perhaps not as_ yet 
enough. 





NILES COMMEMORATED 

A room at Brandeis Univer-

Cieff’s words carry more 
weight than usual since he is an 
executive of one of the world’s 
largest chain store operations, 
Marks and Spencer Stores. 

Sieff noted long stretches of 
farmland now lying uncultivated 
which he said were suitable for 
cotton growing.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va. (P-O) 
—Newport News police have 
been called on by William 
Stephenson, publisher of the 
violently anti-Semitic paper, The 
Virginian, to give careful pro- 
tection to synagogues in the 
city. Stephenson defended the

ISRAEL READY 
FOR PEACE NOW, 
SAYS SHARETT 


NEW YORK (WNS) — Israel 
must be prepared to make peace 
with any Arab neighbor at any 
moment, declared Moshe Sharett, 
former Israeli Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister, at the opening 
session of a two-day general as- 
sembly here of the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund. Mr. Sharett at the 
same time called for increased 
Israeli vigilance in defense of 
the country, for continued, un- 
restricted immigration and for 
accelerated development of the 
country’s natural resources. 

Dr. Harris J. Levine, who was 
re-elected president of the JNF, 
announced that, in tribute to Is- 
rael’s tenth anniversary, the Fund 
will plant 2 million trees in Is- 
rael at a cost of $4,000,000. In the 
last 10 years, he said, Americans 
have contributed $102,000,000 for 
Israeli land development through 
the Jewish National Fund. 








KASPER CONVICTED 

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (WNS)— 
John Kasper, notorious segre- 
gationist and avowed anti-Sem- 
ite, was found guilty here this 
week of inciting a riot in this 
city last year and was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment 
and fined $500.

Hebrew U. Vice President, Wife 
Move To Desolate Part of Negev 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Israelis 
were excited this week as the 
vice-president of Hebrew  Uni- 
versity and his wife announced 
éramatically that they were mov- 
ing into the lonely wastes of the 
Negev for at least two years. 

PROF. MICHAEL Evenari, 
who is 56 years old, and his wife 
Lieselotte, still in her forties, 
plan to see if it is really possible 
to eke out a living in the area 
by preserving the rain and flood- 
waters. 

They plan to live in a refur- 
bished 2000-year-old farmstead, 
comprising five rooms. 

THE FARM itself is 20 dun- 
ams of terraced land, with a net- 
work of channels and spillwaters. 

The Evenaris believe that the 





central Negev highlands can be 
made to grow grapes, pomegran- 
ates and olives as it did in ancient 
days, and possibly wheat and 
barley. 

ALTHOUGH this is a pioneer- 
ing expedition, it will be con- 
ducted under, and has already 
had the benefit of the most up 
to-date scientific aids. 

Actually it will require almost 
$200,000 and a team of about 
fifteen people to conduct the ex- 
periment, which is to determine 
once and for all if the deep Negev 
can really support modern life. 

NEAREST settlement to the 
homestead is Revivim. 

Original research for the ex- 
periment was conducted with 
funds from the Ford Foundation.

Writing in the bulletin of his 
congregation, Rabbi Chiel said 
that: “How empty to him must 
appear the months of prepara- 
tion and the ceremonies of the 
Sabbath when his parents pay 
no heed to all that he has been 
taught.” 

Rabbi Chiel urged that tha 
“minimal standard that should 
be set by parents is that the af- 
fair itself be characterized by 
an observance of the dietary 
laws.”

SAMUEL RUBIN, the Foun- 
dation’s dynamic and_ person- 
able president, was to have re- 
lated to the 200 guests the ex- 
periences of his trip to Israel, 
where he dedicated four cul- 
tural centers in immigrant 
settlements and the Rubin 
Academy of Music in Jerusalem 
all built through Foundation 
support. But his persuasive and 
inspirational remarks turned 
cut to be non-factual — strange 
preparation for the fund-raising 
to follow. 

While Mr. Rubin’s subjective 
appreciation of the AIC vision 
was uplifting, the ensuing busi- 
ness limped along and petered 
out, notwithstanding his urgent 
charm and the urbanity of Wil- 
liam Mazer, dinner chairman.

pause into the concert portion 
of the evening. This included 
selections by Natania Darvath, 
an Israeli soprano with some. 
what the same tibre and qual- 
ity as her teacher, Jennie Tou- 
rel, and Daniel Barenboim, the 
16-year-old Israeli pianist, a for- 
mer Foundation scholarship re- 
cipient, whose performance was 
reviewed here last year. 

What we did not hear an- 
nounced was that cultural cen- 
ters were to be established by 
the Foundation in 50 Arab vil- 
lages. The construction of these 
buildings is the extension of a 
three-year building program. 


A TEAM of sociologists has 
been delegated by the Founda- 
tion’s Middle East fellowship 
fund to make a study of cul- 
tural needs of Israeli Arabs and 
to arrange for training an Arab 
cultural leader in each village. 
The purpose is to enable these 
villages to keep pace with the 
expanding cultural and economic 
development of the country. Also 
vitally needed, it was said, were 
similar leaders for Jewish 


settlements who would be train- ; 


ed as well under the expanded 
program. 

This indeed is an advance, one 
that deserved better treatment 
than it got. Israel’s watchful, 
but benign, handling of her 
Arabs is, of course, not news, 
but each evidence of it offers 
an ideal platform for goog pub- 
lie relations. Harkening back 
to AICF’s dazzling mid-year 
banquets (the coming one is in 
February), we wonder why the 
same techniques of planning 
and staging were not applied 
here. Surely the non-affiliated 
observer would have been im- 
pressed, and contributors them- 








selves might have been lifted 
out of themselves and_ into 
higher brackets. 


Top Ballet Companies

Who Are The Primitive 
People, We or Yemenites? 


By HELEN COHEN 

A few years ago I reported to 
you about a young student at 
Reform’s Hebrew Union College 
in Cincinnati who went to Is- 
rae] to study the native music 
of the various peoples coming 
to that land. If I recall, she was 
not able to get to a piano for 
months over there and finally 
talked the Arab guards of He- 
trew University (which is in 
Arab territory) into letting her 
climb up the rocky path to that 
deserted building which housed 
one such instrument. By candle 
light that evening her music 
had poured forth out of the 
broken window panes until her 
fingers were numb. 

I SEE BY the latest Recon- 
structionist magazine, which 
originally reporteg that incident 
that this same young lady (if 
I am not mistaken), Johanna L. 
Spector, is preparing a book, te 
be published by Indiana Univer- 
sity Press, on Studies in Biblical 
and Jewish Folklore, which wit] 
contain a sampling of some of 
the thousands of songs of Orien- 
tal Jewry she has so far re- 
corded. 

The Reconstructionist presents 
an excerpt from the. book in 
which Miss Spector describes 
Yemenite wedding songs along 
with a report of the customs 
connected with this ceremony. 

AND WHILE I wasn’t par- 
ticularly taken with the words 
of the few songs included in the 
article, the customs themselves 
certainly took my fancy. And 
the one I liked the most, I 
hasten to tell you about first. 

The wedding party proceeds 
from the bride’s house to that 
of the groom during the course 
of a two-week-long celebration, 
and standing on the threshold 
of his home to greet the bride 
is the mother of the groom, who 
“welcomes the bride affection- 
ately, kisses her and says: ‘Be 
it the will of the Lord, that you 
remain my son’s wife all your 
life.’” 

You Can call the Yeminites a 
primitive group if you wish, but 
I’ll choose that mother-in-law-to 
be any day over the prevailing 
picture of the one in advanced 
civilization who, having usually 





cnly brought forth one son to 
start with, wraps her whole life 
around him and doesn’t believe 
any girl is good enough to be 
his bride. And then, once the 
marriage is over, either feels 
lonely and forsaken or perhaps 
turns into an interfering, med- 
dling type. (Say; what am I 
talking about? I have a couple 
of ’em nearing the eligible age 
myself. I may join the ranks 
soon also.) 

AGAIN, as any smart people 
do, these Yemenites marry off 
their children early. Better by 
far. I say, than what is happen- 
ing to some of the young people 
these days. : 

It is quite obvious, from her 
account, that this oriental peo- 
ple, isolated century after cen- 
tury from the outside world, 
had built up their own set of 
customs almost completely alien 
to that of other Jewish groups 
Among the few familiar rites 
we find that the bridegroom does 
go to the synagogue, during the 
course of the two weeks, to pray 
and be given the honor of read- 
ing from the Torah scroll (does 
that mean this custom dated 
back to Biblical days?); the ke- 
tuba (marriage contract) is re 
cited by the rabbi and the mar- 
riage is legally validated 
by having the groom recite the 
marriage formula and hand a 
“coin of betrothal” over to the 
bride. 

I WONDER if Miss Spector 
is aware that the handing over 
of the coin instead of a ring is 
not a Yemenite innovation but 
actually a retaining of the orig- 
inal Biblical ruling, which stated 
that a man became betrothed hy’ 
the act of handing over some- 
thing of value, such as a coin, 
to the woman. (Commandment 
213 of the 613.) 

One other comment and then 
I'll let you go. The Yemenite 
women were only familiar with 
the Arab tongue and had toa 
have any Hebrew or Aramaic 
translateq for them. But this 
isn’t so different from their sis- 
ters in the shtetl who, while 
their husbands and fathers were 
all, man and boy, learned He- 
brew scholars, were themselves

There were 17 editions of Dr. 

Price’s “Light From the Near 

East on the Scriptures” (sub- 


title of the present volume) 
from 1899 to 1923. He died In 
1939. 


With the vast archaeological 
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discoveries of recent days, a re- 
vision of this virtually classic 
critical study became a _ neces- 
sity; and that need has been ex- 
cellently fulfilled by two living 
scholars of great eminence.

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THE WRONG PROGRAM 


We don’t have before us the complete text of the ad- 
dress of Dr. Maurice N. Eisendrath before the meeting in 
New York marking the 85th anniversary of American 
Reform Judaism. But from the report sent out by the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations, of which Dr. 
Eisendrath is president, we gather clearly enough that he 
feels that Reform should reform some more. 


This is Dr. Eisendrath’s conclusions about the needs 
of current American Jewish life, and in view of his great 
contributions to American Judaism, we must accord to his 
program the most serious kind of consideration. 


But we happen to disagree with it. 


In hitting a baseball, or driving an automobile, or in 
almost everything that one does, timing is the most im- 
portant factor. A swing a fraction of a second too late 
causes the batter to fail; a wrong deduction about the 
needs of American Jewish life today, can cause irreparable 


damage. 


Dr. Eisendrath says let’s change the practice of Juda- 
ism more. Does he mean watering it down? We think so. 


We say that Jews are now demanding more of Judaism 
than American Judaism asks. 


We also say that Dr. Eisendrath’s program is 25 years 
behind the times. 


What Reform and American Judaism need today, is 
some strict rules of practice, not a further loosening of 
the obligations and duties. 


“Reform Judaism,” Rabbi Eisendrath declared to the 
group who were honoring him on the fifteenth anniversary 
of his ascendancy to the presidency of the Union, “has 
always been a pioneer faith. We were never satisfied that 
something was useful just because it was old. We kept 
Judaism alive by stripping it of outworn practices and 
concepts. We must do the same today. Every rite, prayer 
and ceremony in the synagogue and in the home observ- 
ance must stand the test of logic and utility. Moreover 
we must be equally bold in spreading the teachings of 
our faith into every social and economic branch of society 
as our contribution in making the world endurable, and 
in elevating the moral climate of our day and times.” 


Rabbi Eisendrath then proposed a four-point program 
as the first step in his suggested reformation of religious 
Judaism, as follows: 

1. A sharp revision of the present Reform prayer book 
with the help of outstanding poets, writers, playwrights 
and artists. (The prayer book is largely in English, with 
selected passages in Hebrew). 

2. The translation of the re-written prayer book into 
the languages of Asia, Africa, Europe and the Latin- 
American world in an effort to make Judaism more uni- 
versally understood. 

3. The change of the Sunday school pattern from one 
for children into a school for the entire family. 

4. The establishment of Prayer Chapels in business 
and commercial centers of major cities to afford laymen 
daily opportunities for religious devotion and consultation 
with a spiritual leader. 


“In the past,” Dr. Eisendrath declared, “the Reform 
Movement in Judaism carried through sweeping changes 
in worship, synagogue activity and home worship. We 
replaced much of the Hebrew in the prayer book with 
the English vernacular, so that the lessons of the past 
would become understandable to the people of the present. 
We enriched our faith with the introduction. We modernized 
monies as Confirmation and Consecration. We modernized 
Jewish religious education and gave women equality in 
synagogue life. We created social action groups in the 
Synagogue to carry out the mandate of the prophets in 
the realm of communal, civic and business life. Just as 
we have dared in the past, so we must dare in the future.” 


Every leader seeks to be original, and because of the 
vast acceleration of the means of communication these 
days, our leaders find they must have some new program 
every time they talk on a special occasion. This kind of 
burden is one for which no man is equipped, and eventu- 
ally our wise men will recognize this. 


The young Reform rabbis know what Reform Judaism 
needs. They have showed it year after year at the con- 
ventions of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
their rabbinical association. 


Innovations of new ceremonies, better techniques for 
prayer services and educational approaches, newly-written 
prayers and services, all these and more, Reform Judaism 
in America is achieving through the normal course of honest 
collision with the Reform laity and the Jewish community 
as a whole. 


But more reform of Reform, this is exactly what is 
not needed. What is needed is a deeper feeling for Reform 
and an acquiescence to the fact that religion requires sac- 
rifices, that the easy kind of religion is not religion at all 
and falls flat on its face when it seeks to invoke disciplines. 


Any kind of a program, such as that of Rabbi Eisen- 
drath’s, which sends Reform Judaism off on a tangent 
which is not relevant in this day and age, can cause in- 
calculable damage. Rabbi Eisendrath’s timing is off, and 
his knowledge of the state of Reform seems to be lacking. 
There is no easy panacea, and more reform is exactly what 
is not needed. 
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Rabbi Ferdinand Isserman, writing jn his 
weekly column in the Missouri edition of The 
POST and OPINION, took out after the long 
time that Rabbi Maurice Eisenbrath has held 
the presidency of the Union of American He+ 
brew Congregations, which is now 15 years. 


It was his feeling that since the UAHC is a. 


lay organization—not a rabbinical one—that 
a lay Reform leader should hold the presi- 
dency. 


AT THE TIME Rabbi Eisendrath assumed 
this post, The POST and OPINION held the 
same opinion. But the proof of the pudding 
is in the eating, and one must not forget the 
remarkable strides Reform Judaism has made 
under the imaginative leadership of Rabbi 
Eisendrath. 

Yet the question of tenure and elections 
in the Jewish community is a real one. 


AT. THE RECENT convention of the Zion- 
ist Orgafiization of America, although Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann was not re-elected for a 
third term, there still was no real election. 
His successor Abe Redelheim was not named 
by the delegates to succeed Dr. Neumann, but 
the nomination committee made the desig- 
nation. 

This is true of every national Jewish or- 
ganization without exception. Even the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, which prides itself on 
being so democratic, does not hold an election. 
The successor to Dr. Israel Goldstein was 
known before the recent Congress convention, 
and there was no election contest of any sort. 


THE PRACTICE in the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity is by now a pretty well-defined one. 
In most cases, the new president is selected 
long in advance of the convention which elects 
him, but even in the case of the recent ZOA 
convention where this was impossible, the 


ae 


delegates themselves had no part in selecting 
their new leader. 

Then there is the matter of tenure, 

THE SUPPORTERS of Dr. Neumann for 
_a third term, which meant a change in the 
constitution of the ZOA, pointed out that two 
years were insufficient for a man to begin 
to grasp all the details of an organization, 
and explained that in most other national 
Jewish organizations, longer terms were the 
rule. 

With the American Jewish Committee, 
five years seems to be the established pattern, 
as also with the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds, although annually 
there is the formality of an election. Hadassah 
may have a set term, but its presidents usu- 
ally serve even longer than five years. 

THE B’NAI B’RITH has set a pattern now, 
which is two three-year terms, and so it goes, 

But in none of these organizations does 
the election come before the delegates for a 
vote. The one exception might be in some 
of our rabbinical organizations, and although 
here the desire for the office is great, the 
kingmakers probably do the deciding behind 
closed doors. 

SO WHAT DOES all this mean? We don’t 
know. We do recognize that anyone who heads 
a natoinal Jewish organization is in prime 
position to re-elect himself, since most of 
these organizations are run by professionals 
and professionals exist on the whim of the 
president, 

Very likely in time, democracy will seep 
down into our national Jewish organizations, 
It is not so much recognition that voting is 
an essential of any kind of democracy as it 
is a refusal of Jewish leaders to permit them- 
selves to be placed in a position where tney 
may lose an election. This plus the fact of 
the dearth of true leadership material.

WHO IS A JEW?

The great debate set off in the knesset 


last June by the resignations of Ministers 
Shapiro and Burg of the National Religious 
party is still having its repercussions. 

There are hardly 10 rabbis in this land 
who have been able to resist the temptation 
to add their moiety of con- 
fusion to the general debate. 
Perhaps to no-discussion is 
Omar Khayyam’s “And came 
out by the same gate where 
in I went” more aptly ap- 
plied. 

History has knotted the 
skein of Jewish destiny so 
tightly as to defy the sharp- 
est needle points of logic. 
Rabbi Weinstein Ben-Gurion must know 
that he forces history’s delicate organic growth 
when he insists that nationality determines the 
Jew and that a person can be a Jew in na- 
tionality and a non-Jew in religion. His associ- 
ates recognize that he treads on swampy 
ground; for while they concede that a Jew 
can be neutral in religion, he cannot be a 
disciple of another faith. 


NOR DOES the Ben-Gurion argument 
strengthen itself by insisting that not Halaha 
(Talmudic or normative law) but huk (legis- 
lative decree) regulates the definition of the 
Jew. This only shifts the argument from 
linguistics and ethics to law and tradition. 

Nor do Rabbi Maimon and his disciples 
have all truth on their side. To insist that 
the religious identification of the mother is 
a purer point of reference than the religious 
identification of the father may indeed be 
Jewish law, but it is not sound biology. To 
insist also that the jurisdiction of rabbinic 
courts over personal matters such as marriage 
and divorce is a practical acknowledgement 
that the question of Jewish identification is 
also the prerogative of the rabbinic bodies is 
an unwarranted extension of religious privi- 
lege. One can understand the fear of the 
secularists, that by this kind of analogic ex- 
tension the camel will eventually usurp the 
tent, 


BENEATH AND behind the weighty ar- 
guments, one detects also a spiritual gulf be- 
tween the antagonists. The secular agnostie 
background of the social democrats in Mapai 
and Mapam makes it difficult for them to 
understand the religious foundations of Jew- 
ish nationalism and even more difficult te 





appreciate the rooted Suspicion of govern- 
mental authority in prophetic and rabbinie 
Judaism. The religionists are equally suspi- 
cious of secular authority, still dubious as to 
whether or not all of modern Zionism may 
be a forcing of the Messiah. In their zeal for 
Halaha, they fear that the growing body of 
Israeli law and precedent will replace the 
ancient God-sponsored Tora. 


There was genuine pathos in the ruling 
of the council of the chief rabbinate: “The 
directives of the ministry of the interior are 
opposed to the laws of our sacred Tora and 
if they should, God forbid, be carried out, 
might cause chaos in the families of Israel, 
encourage mixed marriages in the diaspora, 
set up in our land a ‘mixed multitude’ which 
would have no historic continuity with the 
children of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, and 
lead to a split in the unity of our people.” 


EQUALLY poignant was’ Ben-Gurion’s 
statement to Rabbi Maimon that the person 
who lives in accordance with Psalm XV is 
a Jew. So the peculiar twist of this ongoing 
debate has brought a situation wherein the 
secular humanist agnostic, Ben-Gurion, offers 
a deeply religious, almost mystical definition 
of a Jew; while the religious authorities stand 
on the almost mechanical criteria of one born 
of a Jewish mother or converted in accord- 
ance with the rules of the bet din. 


Perhaps this is one of those indefinable 
debates which await the supernatural wisdom 
of Elijah the Tishbite. Meanwhile Jews every- 
where will be moved by this controversy to 
ask themselves what in them and for them 
constitutes their Jewishness. Like all self- 
conscious probing, this, too, will be awkward; 
but it may cast up some clear, objective cri- 
teria by which we can become more inner 
directed Jews rather than Jews by benefit 
of our enemies or by that sweet-faced eunuch, 
inertia, .

Want to Write a

HAIFA—Want to write a book about Israel? 
Others have done it, why not you? It’s not as 
difficult as you may think, if only you follow the 
simple instructions, There are various methods, of 
course, but I have selected five which have proven 
successful. This is no gag. I am familiar with five 
relatively well-known authors who 
have written five books on Israel, 
each using one of the systems 
which I now describe. 

The first had only 10 days to 
spend in the country. After care- 
ful investigation he engaged one 
of the better known guides in Tel 
Aviv, together with services of his 
car. For ten days they travelled 
bitin i ad «about the country. The guide 

Alpert talked a!most constantly, dipping 
into his vast knowledge of the country. The infor- 
mation he gave ranged from Biblical days, through 
the period of the crusaders, right down to the last 
events. 

FOR 10 DAYS he talked, and for 10 days the 
diligent author took notes. What he could not record 
during the day, the writer entered in his notebooks 
in detail as he sat up in his hotel room, night after 
night. 

He went back to America, notebooks filled with 
anecdotes, statistics, shrewd observations on politics, 
economics, sociology, religion and_ international 
diplomacy. Though not a best-seller, the book which

he produced made a favorab’e impression on all 
who read it. 

The second had a different method entirely, 
one which he had successfully used in half a dozen 
other countries about which he had written. He 
selected the bar of one of the smaller, but well- 
known hotels in Tel Aviv. He sat at that bar night 
after night until the early hours of dawn, or as 
long as there was anyone around willing to toss 
down the drinks which the visitor bought. The 
writer slept most of the day, since his “work” was 
done by night anyhow. 

OVER A PERIOD of successive nights he met 
at that bar a wonderful assortment of characters 
representing every diverse aspect of Israel’s life, 
civilian and military, town and country, respectable 
and underworld. The tales he garnered had for the 
most part never been told in print. The book was 
a sensation when it appeared in America the fol- 
lowing year. The author estimated that the cost 
of all the drinks was less than the expense of hir- 
ing a taxi and guide for two weeks. 

The third, whose reputation as a noted Amerl- 
can author had preceded him, let himself be “kid= 
napped” in turn by half a dozen agencies and insti- 
tutions which were only too glad to provide him 
with guides, transportation, information, photo- 
graphs, interviews and anything else he might de- 
sire—just so long as their institution or agency 
would receive good space in the forthcoming book. 
This was not an easy method. It saved on expenses, 
of course, and made thinking hardly necessary. But 
the task of transforming the mass of publicity, 





propaganda and pivess releases into something read- 
able required genuine talent, Fortunately, this man 
had talent—and his book was published by a lead- 
ing house. 

THE FOURTH was the most original of the lot. 
He was a man of integrity, and he was determined 
not to accept any propaganda line. He permitted 
himself to be taken around the country, but yould 
not let any of his guides talk to him. “Let me just 
take in impressions,” he said. “Don’t talk to me.” 
They went through some of Israel’s most-interesting 
territory, and stopped occasional'y in areas literally 
soaked with history and contemporary drama. The 
author observed and contemplated. He sulked when 
anyone broke the silence to tell a story or point 
out something of particular interest. His book proved 
to be a collection of contemplative essays on Israel, 
strangely interesting nonetheless, If he had listened 
more, he might not have been so subjectively dog- 
matic about certain aspects of life in Israel. 

The fifth could not afford a trip to Israel. He 
went to the library every day and took laborious, 
systematic notes of Israel’s history over the past 
10 years from the files of the newspapers in the 
library. His account faithfully followed the trend 
of events. He recalled the headlines of yesteryear, 
and developed the fascinating tale as it unfolded 
from one yellowed page to another. The major skill 
required was knowing what to omit, but since the 
material was freely available to him for the copying, 
he decided to be generous. The book was voluminous. 

All five were successful. Which method ‘do you 
prefer?
